Signing of the M artin bill by Gover­ 
nor M erriam extends for tw o years the 
tim e in which citizens may take ad­ 
vantage for paym ent of 
delinquent 
taxes. 
The legislation may be the last ever 
enacted in C alifornia to provide for 
redem ption of property, pointed 
out 
Ray H icks, R iverside county auditor, 
this week, as he urged property own­ 
ers w hose taxes are 
delinquent 
to 
take advantage of the plan. 
The act affects all real estate sold 
to the state on o r before July 6. this 
year, for unpaid taxes provided 
the 
state has not already disposed of the 
property. 
The act provides for re­ 
dem ption free from all penalties, costs 
or in terest until Sept. 1 this year. 
T his will not apply, however, where 
1936-37 is the only delinquent 
year. 
C redit will be allowed for the 
full 
am ount, both principal and interest, 
previously paid under any partial pay­ 
m ent plan. 
The county au d ito r stressed the fact 
that th e plan does not apply to cur­ 
rent y e ar taxes w here 
they 
alone 
stand delinquent. 
U nder term s of the legislation, any 
property on w hich taxes have accu­ 
m ulated prior to July 6, 1936, 
and 
which has been sold to the state may 
be redeem ed sim ply by paym ent of 
the exact am ount due in back levies. 
T he m easure also provides for those 
who a re m aking paym ents under the 
10-year plan. 
T h at plan, inaugurated 
three years ago. provides for annual 
installm ents of one-tenth of the 
total 
back taxes w ith in terest at 7 
per 
cent. 
It provides for a 10-payment plan 
sim ilar to the previous ones but this 
system also cannot be applied where 
1936-37 is the only delinquent year. 
U nder the new legislation, property 
ow ners who began the plan during the 
past three years may clear up the en­ 
tire balance in one paym ent to Sept. 
1 w ithout in terest. 
It provides also 
that all earlier paym ents and all inter­ 
est charges already paid a re deducted 
from the aggregate charge.
